i am speaking tonight particularly 
to the farmers and land owners in the 
area known as the “C. P. R. Western 
Irrigation Block”, in the interests of 
the retention of the irrigation system 
for this area. 

Some nine or ten months ago it was 
prought to the attention of the Munici- 
palities serving this area that it was 
the intention of the C. P. R. to discon- 
tinue delivering water in canals where 
they had no further obligation; in 
other words, where all the contract 
signers had signed off their water 
rights. The Councils were requested 
to use their best interests to retain 
this water, particularly on the sO” 
Caual system, for stock watering. A 
Committee representing three Munici- 
palities, Dow Valley, Serviceberry and 
Conrich, interviewed the Minister of 
Agriculture, requesting that he use his 
offices to bring this about. As a re- 
sult of his negotiations, the C. P. R. 
decided to continue delivering the 
water for one more year, on the under- 
standing that the farmers in the West- 
ern Block make some arrangements 
to take over the Block and operate it. 

Arising out of this request, several 
meetings were held throughout the 
district, culminating in a mass meet- 
ing at Strathmore, where a large coni- 
mittee was elected, representing every 
community in the area. This large 
committee in turn elected a small com- 
mittee comprised of Mr. J. McArthur, 
Chairman; Mr. James Harwood of 
Strathmore; and Mr. George Boyack 
of Keoma; together with myself, J. M. 
Wheatley of Chancellor, as a negotiat- 
ing committee to make arrangements 
for the transfer of this district ona 
satisfactory basis suitable to the farm: 


ers. 

We have had the services of Mr. 
N. Sauder, the Director of Water Re- 
sources for the Province of Alberta, as 
our technical adviser, who has given 
us invaluable service. We were also 
fortunate in securing the services of 
Mr. J. E. Brownlee, K. C., as our legal 
alviser. As a result of the negotiation 
which lasted for several months, we 
finally arrived at a deal which in our 
opinion is a good one, and which was 
as follows:— 

The C. P. R. were to turn over to the 
farmers the entire irrigation system 
valued at over $5,000,000 free of debt, 
together with all the existing equip- 
ment and supplies on hand, including 
all the ditch riders’ properties, such as 
buildings and lands. They were also 
to turn over the irrigation headquart- 
ers at Strathmore, comprising some 
877 acres of land, together with most 
of the buildings. Over and above this 
the C. P. R. agreed to pay to the furim- 
ers the sum of $400,000 in cash. li 
was further agreed that for every acre 
remaning under contract to the Cc. F. 
R., the C. P. R. would pay the comm't- 
tee $20.00 per acre for the first 10,000 
acres, and $10.00 per acre over the 10, 
000, This, in my opinion, as [ have 
previously stated, is a mighty fine 
proposition. 

The committee, on the advice of Mr. 
Sauder, the Director of Wa‘er Resour- 
ces who is a practical irrigation exp rt 
decided that this project as it exists 
today could be operated for an annual 
olitlay of $70,000. 
ed that we must have 45,009 acres

—IRRIGATION CGMMETTEE ENCOURAGED— 


More Farmers Increase Acreage 


At a meeting of farmers to discuss 
irrigation held Saturday in Gleichen, 
the general trend was encouraging to 
the committee. Large numbers of 
those present doubled the acrease 
they had previcusly sigued for. 

Mr. J. A. McArthur acted as chair- 
men aud other members of the com- 
mittee present were James Harwood 
W. E Thonpsen and J. C. Corbeil! 
The meeting was very well attended, 
some hundred and fifty interested 
hearers being present. 

The committee had no new develop 
ments to offer. Everything now, they 
said, has been turned over to the water 
users, and it is up to them to act now. 


The speakers reiterated their former 
points and encouraged those present 
to pledge much more than the mini 
mum, 

Numerous questions were asked and 
an interesting discussion cnsued. O}- 
timism was expressed as farmers con- 
tinued to pledge larger acreage. One 
man alone got. signatures for 100° 
acres in a short time. 

Following the meeting, Mr. Emil 
Cammaert of Rockyford called togeth 
er his sub-committee, and they are 
now back on the road canvassing for 
larger acreage, as they well realize 
the importance of the water.

Good Evening This is a message 
of great importance to the people who 
live in the area known and generally 
described as the Canadian Pacific Rail 
way Company's Western Irrigation 
Block. 

On you rests the resposibility of de- 
terminging the future of the irrigation 
system which has served your area 
for the past 30 years. If your support 
for it is not clearly and decisively in- 
dicated in the near future, this project 
may be completely abandoned. 

Should this happen, within a few 
years the only water that will be avail- 
able will be the water pumped from 
deep wells, or available from spring 
run-offs impounded in dams cr (ugouts 

The committee that has been rcspon- 
sible for negotiation with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway relative to the future 
of the project, was elected at an en- 
thusiastic meeting held in the district 
last spring. The commitiee was given 
instructions to make a deal with the 
company for the taking over of the 
system and the future operation of it 
by the farmers themselves. 

This committee has worked con- 
scientiously and as spre‘ily as has 
been possible and, within the next two 
weeks, it must obtain sufficient sign- 
atures on the petitions now being cir- 
culated to warrant further action. If 
these signatures are not obtained with 
in the next week or two, the proposal 
to make of the Western Irrigation 
System a farmer-owned project will be 
dropped. 

The members of this con 
sought to place the facts very clearly 
before you ai meetings held through- 
out the district during December, 
Your support for a farmer-owned West 
ern Irrigation District was sought; 
you were asked to become water users 
and to declare the extent to which 
you would participate in the use of 
water for irrigation and domestic pur- 
poses. 

As the situation now stands, less 
than fifty per cent of the acreage cons 
sidered necessary before the project 
can be proceeded with, has been signs 
ed up. The position is seiious. This 
fact is not widely recoguized. The 
chief reason for this lack of response 
to date may be apathy. ut in my op 
inion another major cause is that only, 
a few of you realize that unless the 
farmers of the district take over this 
system it will be only a tuatier of two 
or three years until no i:rivation water 
whatever wiil be avainile in this 
area.

During the last month, public meet- 
ings were held in nearly every com- 
munity in this Irrigation Block at 
which all details were explained to the 
farmers, and petitions were circulated 
requesting the Provincial Government 
to set up an Irrigation District, auth- 
orizing the farmers to take over this 
project from the C. P. R. on the con- 
ditions I have already mentioned. 
Last week, as a result of tabulating 
the figures on these petitions we found 
that while practically all of the farm 
ers signed to continue the irrigation 
system, in almost every case the farm- 
ers signed for too small an acreage, 
and in many cases we found them tak- 
ing only the minimum of thirty acres. 
The result was that we found ourselv- 
es with only 20,000 acres of irrigation 
being signed up an about $3000 worth | 
of stock water. This, together with 
the existing contracts still in effect 
which would be assigned to the district 
gives us about half the acre 
age.
